his morning. About 1:15 o'clock 975 
Market street -n as visited by the fiend 
vhose strange hobby is to choke wo- 
men to death, and when he left the 
place Kiku Oyaina, a Japanese girl, 
vas a corpse, with the marks of the 
straugler's work upon her throat. 


This morning's murder was com- 


mitted m the row of houses in which 
Lena Tapper and Jlarie Contasaoti 
were strangled 
The mode of her 


death, too, was exactly similar. After 
partially choking her, the murderer 
completed the work by tying a towel 
around her neck and tightening the 
noose until life left her body. 


Kiku Oyama was 24 years old, and 


emigrated from Japan to Chicago with 
the representatives of her native^land 
to the Columbian exposition. There 
she made the acquaintance of Imi 
Oyama, and together they came to 
Denver last November. Imi Oyaina 
says he was the (lead woman's cook, 
but the neighbors say he lived with 
her as, her husband. lie was the first 
person to enter the Japanese girl's 
room after her death. 


In the room where the murdered 


woman was found there was every in- 
dication that a desperate struggle had 
taken place. 
The bt-d clothes, were 


listnrbed, and the whole spread of the 
bed was covered in spots with blood. 
A Turkish bath towel had been used to 
hoke the woman, and there was an- 
>ther towel lying on the dressing ta- 
ble. 
The first towel was twisted into 


» rope, and there is every evidence 
ihat the victim was thrown upon her 
>ack upon the bed after the towel had 
jceu placed about her neck and then 
deliberately garroted. 


No money was found in the room and 


it ih believed the woman wa& robbed. 
Irai Oyama and several other Japanese 
have been arrested on suspicion, but so 
far as known not the slightest evidence 
has been discovered to implicate them 
in the crime. The excitement amonpr 
the women inhabiting the part of the 
city where the murder by strangula- 
tion occurred, is intense.

THE depression of business caused by 


the return of the Democrats to power 
seriously affected receipts at the custom 
houses and from internal revenues.

while becoming better under the Wilson 
bill and that the election does not repeal 
that bill. In answer to this it is only 
necessary to say, that the Wilson bill 
was never intended to improve the busi- 
ness of this country. It was not enacted 
for tnat purpose. 
Its purpose was to 


stimulate the importation of foreign 
goods which in effect is to take away 
business from the workingmen and the 
capital of this country. 
The reason 


business is reviving since the election is 
that the result at the polls is a declara- 
tion on the part of the people that the 
Democratic party must cease stimulating 
foreign importations and that the act of 
perfidy and dishonor will be wiped from 
the statute books in 1897. 
This gives 


business men courage and assurance in 
such an emphatic sense, that they will 
take risks they would not hav» dared to 
take had the country gone Democratic.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 13,1894. 


The Republican senators can, and will 


prevent the passage of any tariff tinker- 
ing bills at the short session of congress, 
even if it be necessary to block every 
appropriation bill in order to do so, but 
extreme measures will hardly be neces- 
sary. There are reasons to believe that 
a sufficient number of Democratic sena- 
tors stand ready to pledge their votes 
against the popgun, bills to insure their 
defeat, but it is extremely doubtful 
whether either of them will be oignified 
to the extent of being formally voted 
upon. 


The work of Chairman Babcock, of 


the Republican congressional campaign 
committee, has aroused the admiration 
of all those who know anything about 
the management of campaigns. All the 
world, of course, knows of the result of 
his work—two huudred and fifty odd 
Republican congressmen 
and almost 


certain control of the senate after next 
March—but the inside or secret work 
of the campaign is known only to a few 
prominent members of the party. They 
say that Mr. Babcock has proven him- 
self one of the shrewdest directors of 
campaign work the party has ever had, 
which is high praise indeed, and already 
a movement is quietly on foot to have 
the party get the benefit of that shrewd- 
ness in 1896. Whether this will be done 
by keeping him at the head of the con- 
gressional committee or by transferring 
him to the national committee is not 
yet apparent. 


Congressman Richardson, of Ohio, a 


Democrat defeated for re-election, is 
now in Washington trying to find a life 
preserver. He gives as one of the sev 
eral reasons why Ohio went Republican 
b/ 135,000 that "the pension policy of 
the administration has been most disas 
trous to our party in Ohio; worthy pen 
sioners have been cut off right and left 
and it seems that special efforts have 
been made to humiliate them." 


Vice Chairman Apsley, of the Repub 


lican committee, says: "I suppose thai 
there is no doubt that Mr. Reed will be 
the next speaker, but I am not going to 
be snared into making any predictions 
about the probable nominee of the Re 
publican party for president. The part; 
has an abundance and a superabundant 
of good men, and there is time enough 
to consider possibilities when the smoke 
of battle has cleared away." 


The report that the administration 


about to issue another lot of bonds— 
some say $50,000,000 and others $100, 
000,000—finds many believers, notwith 
standing Secretary Carlisle's positivi 
denial.

the known need of the Treasury for 
more money, owing to the failure of the 
new tariff to produce the amount of rev- 
enue that was anticipated. Whatever 
the adminietration may or ma> not do 
before congress assembles, the bond 
question is likely to be a live one during 
the session of congress. 


When the sweeping nature of the Re- 


publican victory is considered, the Re- 
publicans have been very modest in 
their demonstrations of joy. For the 
most part they have confined themselves 
to quiet congratulations over the pros- 
pect which that victoiy gives of a per- 
manent revival of prosperity throughout 
the country, now that business men 
have something solid upon which to 
base their future calculations, something 
which they have lacked for two years, 
and without which no country can enjoy 
a real and permanent prosperity. It is 
regarded as really more of a business 
than a political victory, and Republicans 
are all the more proud of it on that ac- 
count.

THE GORGEOUS P1GEA8T iT MOSCOW 


Duplicated at St. Petersburg on a Much 


Grander 
Scale—The 
Nobility 
of 


Europe and the United States 


Fully Represented. 


ST. PETETisuuue, Nov. 14.--The prep- < 


orations for the reception of the body 
of Alexander III, in this city yester- 
day 
were hardly equal to those 


in Moscow, and in consequence of a 
thaw fallowed by fog and a heavy 
snowfall, the procession had to inarch 
through deep slush. The heralds, on 
Monday an nounced that the body would 
arrive at 10 a. m. 


The note Is are crowded to their full 


capacity %/itli visitors, and windows 
along the route of the procession 
were rented readily at 100 roubles. 
The people were quiet in every way, 
giving evidence of their appreciation 
of the solemnity of the occasion. 


Preceding the ceremony of remov- 


ing the body from the Nicolas station 
to the fortress, three guns were fired. 
After the '.hird gun the church bells 
were tolVd and throughout -the day 
minute-guns were fired 


Imperial household, the members anil 
officers of the senate, the officers of 
the various chancellors and the secre- 
taries of Finland and the empire, the 
5-nperial ministers and the members of 
the imperial council. 
In the twelfth section were four 


colonels, holding the four glaives of 
tlie empire, points downward, and the 
dead czar's medals and orders, carried 
by officers of the army and navy. 
'in the thirteenth section were the 


choir of the Convent of Alexander 
Xewsky and the czar's confessor, Fa- 
ther Yanicheff. 
These were followed by the hearse 


drawn by eight horses, generals hold- 
ing the tassels. On both sides of the 
hearse were sixty pages—thirty on 
each bide—with lighted torches. Im- 
mediately after the hearse came the 
Czar Nicholas II., wearing a general's 
uniform, with the imperial household, 
the Prince of Wales, the king of 
Greece, the Russian grand dukes and 
their aides, and a company of grenadiers. 
Following these came the czarina, 
Princess Alix of Hesse-Darmstadt, the 
Grand Duchess Olga and a large num- 
ber of equerries, companys and regi- 
ments. 
The floor of the cathedral of St. 


Isaac's was covered with black cloth, 
the edifice built of massive stone and 
full of dignity, was in sharp contrast 
to the gem-like cathedral of St. Mich- 
ael the archangel in Moscow.

The Late Kmpcror Alexander III. 


When 1.he funeral train arrived at 


the St. Nicholas station at 9:55 a. m., 
the weaUier was dull and damp and 
chilly and the streets were very ruud- 
dv. The station was crowded with 
the nobility of Russia and representa- 
tives from every other European coun- 
try, and the long platform in front of 
the station was covered with black 
cloth. 
The hearse, with a silver and gold 


body, a golden canopy surmounted by 
a crown, and topped and edged with 
three wh.te feathers, stood-ready to re- 
ceive the remains of the dead emperor, 
and around it was ranged the guard of 
honor, all representatives of the coun- 
try.In addition to these there was a 
large number of clergymen, choristers 
and others, awaiting the arrival of the 
train, and beyond the limits prescribed 
by the pi'lice and military was an im- 
mense crowd of people. 


Amid the solemn music of the band 


and the rhanting of priests and sing- 
ers, the long funeral train, drawn by 
two engines, with wide, flaring smoke- 
stack and wood piled high upon 
their tenders, slowly stole into the 
station, until the mortuary car was 
opposite the steps leading to the 
hearse, when it came to a full stop. 
With caadles and incense the priests 
stood in a group lining the steps, the 
metropolitans of St. Petersburg and 
the high clergy at the top, and the roll 
of the drums of the grenadiers mingled 
•with thoir chanting, showing the har- 
mony of the tributes of the church and 
army to their former head. 


A boy choir began a choros in which 


the men joined and the volume of 
Tooal mnsic swelled high upon the 
frosty air. 
The 
roofs 
of the hoiwes were 


crowded with people as the procession 
moved at 10:30 o'clock. The coffin, 
•which ivas golden, was covered with a 
golden pall lined with heavy ermine, 
with heavy tassels at the corners. 
This wus folded half way back. 


The Prince of Wales walked with the 


Czar Nicholas, each wearing a uniform 
similar to the one he wone in Moscow, 
only more elaborate. This character- 
ization is trne of the whole procession. 
It was conducted upon the same plans 
as that in Moscow, only more elabo- 
rately. There were more led horses, 
caparisoned with flowing black and era- 
blazoned with the arms of the -various 
provinces, more regiments, etc., but 


v except that the procession and cere- 
monies were on a larger scale, every- 
thing '.vas the same as last Sunday. 


The procession was 
divided into 


thirte«n sections, each headed by a 
master of ceremonies wearing a black 
and white scarf. The sections repre- 
sented various degrees of mourning. 


The first section comprised the late 


•czar's companies in all the principal 
regimonts, followed by footmen and 
pages. 
The second section included the czar's 


lamily standard, 
the red military 


standard and the czar's charger, the 
•former carried, and the latter attended 
"by suiwrior officers. 


The third section floated the standard 


«f Siberia, Vetebsk, Bulgaria, etc., 
.also carried by superior officers. 


The- fourth section carried similar 


•tandards, and like the second and 
third sections, was closed np by subal- 
terns and the horses of leading offi- 
cials. 
The fifth section also carried various 


standards, together with the imperial 
pennant, borj»e by a Tice-admiral, and 
the s!.»ndards of the empire in black 
•ilk s.nd white silk. 
The sixth section included the great 


standard of the empire, carried by two 
mm jo ^generals, two colonels and two 
.aupsi-ior officers. 
Ths wreath section was composed 


of peasants, burghers, merchante and 
delegations from various places and 
the Mayor and municipal authorities 
at 8<> P«t«r»burf.

—The czar has appointed the Prince

—The twelfth annual meeting of the

—The crew of the steamer A. L. Wet- 


more, which stranded sixteen miles 
south of Two Rivers, Wis., was saved 
by the life-saving crew. 


—The bomb found by a London po- 


liceman in a niche between the pillars 
of the court of justice Monday evening 
was examined and found to contain 
nothing explosive. 


—The Italian laborers on the Idaho 


state wagon road are in a state of an- 
archy. Contractor Costello narrowly 
escaped with his life and fled to Spok- 
ane. The trouble arose from the non- 
payment of wages. 


—Hon. Myron B. Wright, of Susque- 


hauna, Pa., congressman of the fif- 
teenth district of Pennsylvania, died 
in Ti-enton, Can., ' Monday night, of 
typhoid fever. 
He was last week 


elected for the third term. 


—Kd. F. Crow, ex-assistant cashier of 


the St. Louis & San Francisco railroad 
at St. Louis, has been arrested, charged 
with embezzling S800 of the company's 
funds. Crow admits his guilt, and 
blames race liorses, women and whisky. 


—Martin J. Watson, of Anderson, 


Ind., has just buried the last of a fam- 
ily of five, including his wife, who 
were in good health a month ago. 
They were the victims of black diph- 
theria, that is raging in the Indiana 
gas belt. 


—The London court of chancery has 


granted Sir Augustus Ilarris, the the- 
atrical manager, an interim injunction 
preventing Col, Mapleson from circu- 
lating a prospectus connecting Harris 
with the Imperial opera company, 
which is about to be floated as a stock 
enterprise. 


—Sausage meat and dry meat are 


said to be made at Hammond, Lake 
county, Ind., from the 
remains c,f 


broken down and diseased horse-., 
which are purchased in Chicago, wht e 
they are taken from the street car 
lines and transported to Hammond and 
slaughtered.

—The election for the seats in the

Supposed to be the 
work of an incendiary. 


—The floods in various parts of En 


gland are still raging. In Bucking- 
ham the houses in the lower portion of 
the town are flooded and the roads are 
blocked. The Avon has overflowed its 
banks at Bath, and thousands of per- 
sons are imprisoned in the upper stories 
of factories and dwellings. 


—In his proclamation to the people 


of Finland the czar of 
Russia ex- 


presses his desire to confirm the re- 
ligion and fundamental laws of the 
country and the rights and privileges 
of every class, high and low, which 
they have hitherto enjoyed according 
to the constitution of the country. 


—Gen. Casslus M. Clay, of Kentucky, 


was married yesterday to pretty Bora 
Richardson. Only the farm hands and 
relatives of the girl were present. 
Gen. Clay's children did all they could 
to prevent their aged father from mar- 
rying Miss Richardson, who is only 15 
years old, but he paid no attention to 
their entreaties.

TOKIO, Oct. 30.—(Correspondence ol 


the United Press per steamer Peru, 
via San Francisco, November 13.) 


The second Japanese army of 22,000 


men, 
under command of Gen. Count 


Oyama, began to land on the Liau 
Tong peninsula early on the morning 
of October 24th of October. The big 
flotilla of fifty-odd steamers carrying 
this corps, together with a powerful 
escort of ships of war, had left the in- 
land sea of Japan on the 19th, and 
covered a distance of 900 miles in 
four days. In 1860, when the Anglo- 
French expedition marched against 
Pekin, the Liau Tong peninsula was 
seized as a basis of operations, 
the landing being effected in Talien 
bay, which lies on the east of the 
peninsula, some thirty miles from Port 
Arthur. There were no Chinese for- 
tifications on the peninsula in those 
days, nor was there any Chinese navy. 
The Pei-Yang squadron of ironclads 
and protected cruisers, the dock yard 
and tidal basin at Port Arthur, tvyelve 
forts armed with powerful artillery 
that command approaches to this im- 
portant naval station, the Pechili 
army, skilled in modern tactics and 
equipped with modern weapons—all 
these things had no existence at that 
time. Hence the sei/.ure of the penin- 
sula entailed no costlv effort. 


But conditions are very different 


now. 
The Chinese, anticipating the 


possibility of a' Japanese raid, had 
made preparations to obstruct a land- 
ing in Talien bay and had placed a 
powerful force in the peninsula. The 
Japanese flotilla consequently avoided 
Talien and steamed into a snug little 
cove further north. The landing com- 
menced at dawn still unopposed. Five 
flat-bottom boats, carried by the trans- 
ports from Japan, were soon bnsily en- 
gaged transporting troops to the shore, 
while the engineer corps set to work 
constructing piers to facilitate the de- 
barkation of war material. 


There had evidently been some idea on 


the part of the Chinese that the place 
ought to be fortified, for sixteen junks 
laden with timber and rifled mortars 
were found in the cove and taken pos- 
session of by the Japanese. 


Our telegraphic intelligence up to 


date goes no farther than the forego- 
ing. There is an overland wire from 
Port Arthur to Shanghai via Tien- 
Tsin, but it has of course been cut by 
the invading army and the result is 
that intelligence has to be carried by 
steamer across the Yellow sea to Che- 
mulpo, from whence it is telegraphed 
to Tokio. It may be safely predicted, 
however, that Gen. Oyama's army is by 
this time in full movement toward Port 
Arthur, and that the fortified town of 
Chin Chiu has already fallen. 


Where is the Pei-Yang squadron? 


In the opening chapters of the war its 
commander, Admiral Ting, seemed to 
think more of the safety of his ships 
than of their uses as national defend- 
ers. He kept them carefully hidden 
away under the shadow of heavily 
armed forts, and took every precau- 
tion to avoid an encounter with an 
enemy. But now the opportunity for 
which the Pei-Yang squadron was sup- 
posed to be reserving its immense 
strength has come and still Admiral 
Ting's ships remain conspicuous by 
their absence. 


The fact is that the Pei-Yang squad- 


ron is temporarily crippled and the 
Japanese know it. The people who 
cling fra.Dtica.lly to the belief that the 
huge Celestial empire possesses some- 
where an immense amount of latent 
strength, have sought to prove that 
the naval battle of September 17 ended 
in a draw and that the nine surviving 
Chinese! vessels were not injured be- 
yond the possibility of speedy repair 
However that may be, the battle cer 
tainly eliminated the Pei-Yang squad 
ron from the arena of active opera 
tions. 
The Japanese cruisers have 


roamed at will throughout the Gulf o 
Pecaili and the Yellow sea, and Admira 
Ting's ships have failed to defend their 
country at the crucial moment. 


On the morning of October 24 th 


Japanese army in Corea commence< 
its final operations for the passage o 
the Yalu river and the invasion o 
Manchuria. 
Confronted by a stron 


Chinese force so well supplied wit 
cavalry that flanking or concentrativ 
movements could be 
accomplishe 


quickly and effectively, Field Mar 
shal Yamagata deployed his troop 
along- a wide stretch of the Yal 
so as to mask his point of pa 
sage and obtain commanding pos 
tions for his wings. Wi Ju, on th 
banks of the Yalu, the most importan 
town in Northern Corea, was th 
Japanese headquarters. It .had bee 
occupied until a few days previous! 
by a force of 2,500 Chinese braves, wh 
fled at the approach of the Japanes 
advance guard. A little below Wi J 
the Yalu receives a tributary, the A 
the two rivers forming a "V" with i 
point down stream. Across the arms 
of the V the main road from Wi Ju 
<• 


Chiulien passes, and the space withi 
the opening of the arms on the righ 
of the road rises to an eminence callc 
Hn Shan. 


Chiulien, being a stronghold of im 


portance, had to be reduced by th 
force invading Manchuria, but fro 
the topographical details here given 
it will be seen that to reach Chiulie 
from Wi Ju the troops must first cro 
the Yalu, then follow the road com 
mantled from Hn Shan, and finall 
cross, the Ai. 


The Chinese generals appreciate 


.these features of the position suf 
eiently to entrench Hn Shan, to occnp 


it with a force of some 7,000 men, and 
to construct several forts on ita slopes 
facing up stream. 
At dawn on October 24 a brigade of 


Japanese troops under Col. Sato forded 
the Yalu ten miles above Wi Ju unop- 
posed, and. marching clown on the 
other side, came, at about noon, to one 
of the Chinese forts. It was garri- 
soned by 500 cavalry and 100 infantry 
with two guns. After a brief contest, 
in which twenty of the Chinese were 
killed, they evacuated tlie fort aban- 
doning1 their two guns to the assail- 
ants, who had no casualties. 


Col. Sato then pushed on and took 


np a position in a northwest or left 
rear of Hn shan. 
That night the 


Japanese pontoon train threw a bridge 
across the Yalu, and the following 
morning before dawn the main body 
of the army passed over the river, 
nearly half a mile wide, and imme- 
diately moved to the attack of Hu 
Shan. 
At first the Chinese stood their 


ground stoutly, but finding themselves 
presently exposed to the fire of rifles 
and cannons from the hill on their 
right flank, they broke and fled in dis- 
order across the Ai to Chiulien. Re- 
serves, however, advanced to the de- 
fense, with every appearance of reso- 
lution, and, aided by the natural 
strength of their position, might have 
inflicted heavy loss upon their assail- 
ants had they not been surprised by 
an attack on their left rear from a 
brigade under Maj.-Gen. 
Tachimi. 


Thereupon they all beat retreat, but 
were 
so 
hard pressed that they 


failed to carry of? their artillery and 
ten guns fell into the hands of the 
Japanese. 
The invading army now 


crossed the Ai, two divisions posting 
themselves on the east and south of 
Chiulien while the brigades of Maj. 
Tachimi and Col. Sato took up a posi- 
tion further north, directly threaten- 
ing the main road passing northward 
from Chiulien. The troops camped for 
the night in these positions. Field 
Marshal Yamagata and Lieut.-Gen. 
Nolan took up their quarters in a farm- 
er's house near Hu Shan. 


Throughoutthe nightaconstant can- 


nonade was directed from Ciiiulien 
against the Japanese camps. The mis- 
siles did no damage nor did they, as it 
turned out, presage obstinate fighting 
the next day. On the contrary the 
Chinese, seeing that their line of re- 
treat northward was threatened, fled 
precipitately before dawn and when, 
at 8 a. m., the Japanese marched into 
Chiulien they found the place deserted, 
the only indications of the enemy's re- 
cent 
occupation being twenty-two 


guns, 300 tent*, ancf quantities of am- 
munition, stores and forage. 


The Chinese, obedient to the prece- 


dents established by them at Asan 
and Phyong Yang, concluding that 
they had had about enough fighting 
when the outer works were captured, 
did not wait to defend their main posi- 
tion. Their casualties on the 25th 
were 300 killed and an unascertained 
number of wounded. The Japanese 
had twenty killed and eighty-three 
wounded. 
From the inhabitants of Chinlien 


it was learned that forty-three regi- 
ments had been engaged in its de- 
fense; that is to say from 10,000 to 17,- 
000 men. They were not nndiciplined, 
but nominally well-armed troops from 
^•alien, Port Arthur and Lu Tai. 


A third army is now assembling at 
.iroshima. It will number 24.000, and 
,s commander will be Lieut.-Gen. Ta- 
ashima, formerly minister of state 
or war. The destination of this army 
s of course kept secret, but it will 
eave Japan so soon as the transports 
hat carried the second army to the 
jiau Tong penifasula return to Hiro- 
Hima. Japan will then have a total 
orce of 71,000 invading Chines* terri- 
ory at three different places.

ORCHID HUNTING. 


ThoM Who Knew to » H«ve to Flgbt 
Armlet of Vlcloo* Ant». 


On the fork of a tree a few feet above 


our heads is perched one of the largest 
orchids we have ever seen. A mass of 
aerial roots, bulbs and leaves, four feet 
through, is surmounted by a score ol 
long, whip-like flower-stems standing 
up ten feet beyond the leaves and 
gracefully arching over. "Now, Adonis 
Christmas let us see you get that plant. 
Don't break it, or rub off the flowers 
against those bush-ropes. The negro 
takes his cutlass and begins chopping 
away at some of the vines which hang 
in front, and presently is clasping the 
tree on a level with the orchid. We 
see him tug once at the plant and then 
slide down the tree rubbing his hands 
and swearing loudly. 


"What is the matter? Why don't 


you get the plant?" says the collector. 


"Too much antses—bite too bad," re- 


plies he, with an injured look, as he 
rubs his shining black skin. 


"Oh, but we must get it, and if the 


negroes are afraid I'm go up myself," 
cries our friend. 


Up he climbs, and is down again 


much faster than the negro. Stand- 
ing on the bank he quickly strips off 
his coats and picks the great black 
ants from his neck and hands, rubs the 
sore places, grumbling and sorely dis- 
comfited. 
Looking up, we see the 


plant almost black with insects, which 
had evidently put themselves in battle 
array, and were prepared to fight for 
their home among the roots of the 
orchid. Not yet vanquished, our col- 
lector cuts a long bamboo from a 
clump growing close by, and some- 
what viciously commences to loosen 
the orchid from its perch by poking at 
it from below. But it is so interlaced 
with bush-ropes that nothing can be 
done without breaking the plant in 
pieces, which, of course, will spoil it 
as a fine specimen. Then the ants be- 
gin to swarm down the stick and pres- 
ently a few bites on the hand makes 
our friend drop it into the stream. 


Reluctantly we are at the last 


obliged to leave it alone and proceed 
onward, hoping for better luck with 
the next plant. Paddling along, %ve 
think of this wonderful contrivance _of 
nature to protect the orchid from in- 
sects and even, as in our case, from 
human despoilers. We do not find 
orchid collecting so very easy, for the 
nests of the maribunta (the wasp of 
Guiana) often hang dangerously near 
to a coveted specimen and warn off 
intruders. Sometimes these are not 
seen until the little insects are buzzing 
about our ears, and then there is noth- 
ing left but to get off as soon as possi- 
ble. A nest which hangs in front of a 
fine Brassia and effectually bars the 
way is blown to bits by the gun of our 
party; then were sure the plant and 
paddle on before the homeless ones 
find out what is the matter, Some- 
times lizzards scamper away as a plant 
is grasped, and once a harmless snake 
glided across the hands of one of the 
negroes, making him cry out with 
fright. Another time a snake fell into 
the bateau and made us all get out of 
its way until we found it was neither 
the dreaded labaria nor rattler.—Corn- 
hill Magazine.
